Vatican praises diocese 


for its ‘energetic’ ministry. 


The San Diego diocese has been 
commended by the Vatican for its ministry 
as specified in the quinquennial report on 
the state of the diocese sent by Bishop Leo 
T. Maher to the Vatican in 1978. 


A letter of commendation was sent to 
Bishop Maher May 24 by Archbishop 
Lucas Moreira Neves, OP, secretary of the 
Sacred Congregation for Bishops on 
behalf of Pope John Paul II and Cardinal 
Sebastiano Baggio, prefect of the 
congregation. 

The archbishop wrote Bishop Maher 
that the report “manifests the vision and 
energy with which you have been 
undertaking the responsibilities that have 
been placed under your pastoral care 
since 1969. 


“FROM YOUR report,” the letter stated, 
“it is clear that the Gospel is being 
preached, lived and put into action in the 
San Diego diocese because of your 
determined efforts as well as the selfless 
cooperation of the priests, religious and 
laity who comprise the local church.” 


The archbishop went..on to note that 
while attendance at Mass “seems to be on 


‘the rise, greater instruction is needed on 


the meaning of Sunday as a day of rest for 
worship and family affairs.” 

Also noted by the Vatican was the “high 
praise” Bishop Maher had for the “clergy, 
both diocesan and religious, for their great 


zeal and devotion to the church. 


“YOUR COOPERATION in allowing 
program directors and pastors to function 
with a great deal of freedom and 
responsibility is quite heartening indeed.” 

The report, giving the status of the 
diocese and covering nearly every aspect 
of diocesan life and affairs, was sent to the 
Vatican in conjunction with Bishop 
Maher's “ad limina’” visit in October, 1978 
to the pope. 


However, instead of meeting the new 


‘ pope, John Paul Il, Bishop Maher attended 


his funeral. The visit, made by the head of 
a diocese every five years, still was 
considered complete although Pope John 
Paul II only recently received the report. 


“IT WAS THE privilege of the Cardinal 
Prefect (Cardinal Baggio) to report on the 
various diocesan activities as well as your 
recommendations regarding the retention 
of the American Procedural Norms for 
marriage cases and. in reference to the 
canonization of Junipero Serra when his 
Eminence presented your report to the 
Holy Father in a recent audience,” 
Archbishop Neves wrote. 

The letter concluded with an Apostolic 
Blessing from Pope John Paul II to Bishop 
Maher and his “Auxiliary, Bishop (Gilbert 
E.) Chavez, who has devoted himself so 
generously to the Hispanics of the 
diocese, and to the entire local church.”

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SAN DIEGO—The theologies of 
exclusion and inclusion of women from 
and in the church's ministry were among 
areas explored in a “Women in Ministry” 
workshop last week at the University of 
San Diego led by a Catholic lay woman 
theologian. 


Dr. Rosemary Ruether, Georgia 
Harkness Professor at Garrett-Evangelical 
Theological Seminary, Evanston, _ Ill. 
explained the basis of these theologies ina 
Southern Cross interview. 


“THEOLOGIES OF exclusion have been 
based on doctrine of women’s inferiority in 
the order of creation, which is seen to 
exclude them from both society and the 
church.” 


She said an example would be the 
teaching of “Thomas Aquinas that women 
are misbegotten males; that they are really 
defective members of the human species. 


“This defective nature of women means 
women cannot represent the full image of 
God,” she explained. “Only men are the 
normative representatives of humanity, 
and therefore Christ; in order to be 
incarnated into humanity, -had to be 
incarnated as a male. Thus, only males 
could represent Christ.” 


“DR. RUETHER SAID, “Theologies of 
inclusion have been based on the notion 
that the Redemption restored to men and 
women equality in Christ, which means 
inequality belongs to a sinful or unjust 
society.” 


And she used St. Paul’s doctrine, which 
has been looked upon as a basis of 
excluding women from ministry, ‘as an 
example of inclusion theologies. 

In fact, she added, Paul had a lot of 
women operating as local as local church 
leaders, as evangelists and so on. 


“PAUL HAD MORE of a notion of 
women’s subordination in the order of 
creation,” but that this was overtaken by 
the new order of Christ, she said. “So he 
assumed that women are included in the 
church and its ministry,” she said. 


Dr. Ruether expressed concern over the 
ban of girls to be altar servers by the recent 
Vatican document on: liturgical abuses. 


She thinks people in the church “had 
begun to at least accord women’ equal 
rights as laity. Women should have the 
right to participate in the church as lay 
males do, she said.

Editorial 


Recent articles and events have focused 
attention on whether or not to allow 
spanking in schools (both public and 
private). The whole purpose .of corporal 
punishment is to maintain discipline and 
thus create an environment more 
conducive to teaching students. 


Proponents of the big stick maintain it is 
the best way to keep discipline in schools. A 
California statewide survey found 89 
percent of parents surveyed prefer the 
smacking of children who get.out.of line. 


We disagree. 


Children should be disciplined, but 
hitting a child does nothing but cause 
embarrassment and resentment and in 
some instances, physical abuse. Corporal 
punishment does not work. 


Violence leads to violence. How many 
times have we been told by family 
psychologists that children raised in a 
violent atmosphere have a greater chance 
of becoming violent themselves? Children 
who are hit will hit other children. 


How do you control the disciplinarian’s 


commentary— 


Continue spanking in schools? 


temper? Students have had straps, ropes, 
tapes and other articles used on their 
bodies. How far can teachers go without 
damaging the child’s psyche or body? 


There are effective alternatives. 


One of these alternatives is called 
assertive discipline. It tries to motivate 
children by praise and by encouragement. 
You reinforce the child when he or she does 
something right. Disruptive children are 
handled in a way that encourages parental 
participation or peer rejection. 


Quite simply, misbehave, and you are 
warned; do it again, and the class loses a 
privilege. Peer pressure becomes 
substantial to straighten up. Parents are 
asked to visit the school if the child 
continues to cause problems, and finally 
the child is suspended or dismissed from 
school. 


Research shows that teachers who are 
extremely punitive get bad results in class 
achievement. 


If we do not allow hitting in society, why 


should we condone it in our schools? Just .

try hitting your neighbor the next time his 
dog trots across your lawn and you will wind 
up in jail.

Nestlé boycott moral? 


After commenting without specifics that 
some people spoke to the immorality of all 
boycotts, Dolores Curran affirmed her own 
conclusion that: “There’s no question in 
my mind after reading all that material 
that the Nestle Boycott-is morally right and 
necessary...” (SC, June 12). But to make 
any sound moral decision it is necessary 
to get to the Specifics of any action 
proposed. 


The morality of selling infant formula in 
any poverty area depends upon whether 
the sale of formula significantly reduces or 
increases the number of, babies who die. 


That some babies do die from the 
misuse of formula through ignorance or 
misunderstanding seems too probable 
for me to question. But the fact that some 
infants live precisely because infant 
formula is available also seems too 
probable to dispute. 


The question then is which actually is 
greater in each Third World country where 
infant formula is sold: the increased 
number of babies who live or the 
increased number of babies who die? 


My hope is that most of the readers of 
the Southern Cross will delve a little 
deeper into the moral issues before rashly 
jumping onto the boycott bandwagon.

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A couple of diocesan newspapers have 
defied the Internal Revenue Service ruling 
which would emasculate the kind of 
political information and comment 
allowable to such publications. 


This ruling is tricky. It pretends to avoid 
first amendment rights. It doesn’t prohibit 
such reporting and editorializing in itself. 
Instead, it says that if such a publication 
chooses to exercise these rights under the 
first amendment, it can lose its tax exempt 
status. 


AMONG THE THINGS that tax exempt 
publications cannot do, according to IRS, 
would be endorsement of candidates, 
rejection of candidates (if only for 
religious values), reporting of candidates’ 
positions on, issues of particular 
importance to the religious group, 
accepting or rejecting political advertising 
according to the candidates’ stands on 
values espoused by the publication.

THE RULING, WHICH has the effect of 
law, did not go through a legislative 
process in which. elected representatives 
are held accountable to their constituen- 
cies. Instead, it was simply proclaimed by 
the agency; it stands as law unless some 
group chooses to take on the federal 
government in court, a very costly, time- 
consuming endeavor. 


Unlike most legislation, the origins of 
such regulations are very difficult to trace. 
There is a strong suspicion that this ruling 
arose from the concerns of some 
politicians about the effectiveness of pro- 
life groups in particular campaigns. 


But you can't be sure. IRS doesn’t offer 


any explanation for why it happened to 


decide on this interpretation at this 
particular time. 


MAKE NO MISTAKE. There’s a long 
history of political activity on the part of 
religious tax exempt organizations. It

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focused on such issues as_ alcohol, 
gambling, diplomatic representation at 
the Vatican, public aid to parochial 
schools, distribution of birth control 
information and devices. 


It was very explicit in challenging the 
national loyalty of Al Smith and John 
Kennedy.

Not all who meet trial are Job-like 


The other day | met a wonderfully 
cheerful person. It was not until later, 
when | was still basking in his cheery 
optimism, that it occurred to me how rare 
a quality real cheerfulness is.

Q: Where in the Bible does it speak of 
annulments? | have read about divorce, 
but nothing on annulments.

If this 
can be proven, then the church simply 
declares that no marriage was contracted, 
regardless of the number of bridesmaids, 
soloists and bouquets. 


In the matter of divorce, the church 
allows this for the legal protection of both 
parties but does not permit remarriage 
precisely because the marriage bond still 
exists. 


With regard to the “cost” of an 
annulment, those who are financially able 
to do so are expected—as a matter of 
justice—to help defray the expenses 
involved.

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can have horrendous results. The 
Jonestown tragedy is witness to the 
possibilities of false messianic claims. 
The messianic complex is an awesome 
reality in an unstable personality. 


We mention all of this in order to deepen 
the appreciation of Peter’s confession in 
today’s Gospel reading. The concept of 
messiah was an intimate part of the 
Jewish faith in Jesus’ time. Encouraged by 
a number of texts in the Old Testament 
prophets, the Jewish people looked 
forward to an end:time figure who would 
usher in God’s kingdom, 


SINCE THE JEWS’ condition at the time 
was one of subjection to Roman rule, one 
of their principal hopés was that the 
messiah would bring that subjection to an 
end. A political or military messiah was 
what many expected. And there were 
passages in the Hebrew Scriptures that 
could be interpreted in that way. 
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positive, joyful way of life, but it is only too 
apparent that we don't. 


WE NEED TO LEARN the difference for 
ourselves between what is a real trial and 
what is merely discomfort or difficulty. For 
Christians, of course, real trial is always 
associated with witness of faith. It is the 
enduring trial of remaining faithful to the 
Word of God in a society bent on seducing 


one away. 


It is the persecution that good people, 
“just” people, suffer from those to whom 
their goodness is a reproach and, inaway, 
a judgment. The better witness a person is 
to the contradiction to the world that Christ 
embodies, the more he or she is likely to 
be ridiculed as a “spoilsport” or “square” 
or any of the other derogatory terms in 
vogue. 


Then it is that we can “boast about our 
sufferings,” as St. Paul says, because this 
suffering brings patience, “patience 
brings perseverance and perseverance 
brings hope and this hope is not deceptive 
because the love of God has been poured 
into our hearts by the Holy Spirit.” 


ST. PAUL, OF COURSE, should know! He 
had more than his share of problems,

Let us take a look now at our Gospel 


passage. Jesus asks his disciples who the 
people thought he was. After several 
responses, Peter, speaking for the others, 
exclaims, “You are the Christ of God!” The 
exclamation point is deliberate. This was 
not a vapid statement of fact; it was a 
strong profession of faith. 


WE MUST, FIRST OF ALL, applaud Peter 
for this act of faith. He was saying that this 
humble carpenter from the little known 
village of Nazareth was, in fact, the long- 
awaited Messiah. This poor Jesus was the 
one God had appointed for his own work. 
Would any of us have been able to profess 
that kind of faith at that time? 


We must go on to say that Peter’s faith, 
great’as it was, needed refining.

He wanted no acclamation as a national 
leader. That is why he apparently made no 
messianic claims for himself.

BUT THAT THOUGHT doesn’t stop 
Jesus. He tells those who are still willing to 
listen to him that if they do want to go on 
following him, they have to imitate him in 
suffering. The daily cross is his messianic 
gift. Losing your life for him —that means 
saving it. 


If Jesus had accepted the popular 
notion of messiah of his day, there would 


‘ have been no Christianity. If he had 


accepted that title of messiah or christ, 
there would never have been a Jesus 
Christ. The title would never have become 
a second name. 
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(The following document was issued by the 
Vatican’s Congregation for the Sacraments and 
Divine Worship on May 23, 1980 after having been 
approved by Pope John Paul II on April 17.) 


FOREWORD. 


Following the letter that Pope John Paul II addressed 
on 24 February 1980 to the bishops and, through them, 
to the priests, and in which he again considered the 
priceless gift of the Holy Eucharist, the Sacred 
Congregation for the Sacraments and Divine Worship is 
calling to the bishops’ attention certain norms 
concerning worship of this great mystery. 


These indications are not 4 summary of everything 
already stated by the Holy See in the documents 
concerning the Eucharist promulgated since the Second 
Vatican Council and still in force, particularly in the 
Missale Romanum} the Ritual De sacra Communione et 
de cultu Mysterii eucharistici extra Missam,? and the 
Instructions Eucharisticum Mysterium,3 Memoriale 
Domini,4. Immensae Caritatis,> and Liturgicae 
Instaurationes.® 


This Sacred Congregation notes with great joy the 
many positive results of the liturgical reform: a more 
active and conscious participation by the faithful in the 
liturgical mysteries, doctrinal and catechetical 
enrichment through the use of the vernacular and the 
wealth of readings from the Bible, a growth in. the 
community sense of liturgical life, and successful efforts 


liturgical piety and personal piety, and between liturgy 
and popular piety.

But these encouraging and positive aspects cannot 
suppress concern at the varied and frequent abuses 
being reported from different parts of the Catholic world: 
the confusion of roles, especially regarding the priestly 
ministry and the role of the laity (indiscriminate shared 
recitation of the Eucharistic Prayer, homilies given by lay 
people, lay people distributing Communion while the 
priests refrain from doing so); an increasing loss of the 
sense of the sacred (abandonment of liturgical 
vestments, the Eucharist celebrated outside church 
without real need, lack of reverence and respect for the 
Blessed Sacrament, etc.); misunderstanding of the 
ecclesial character of the liturgy (the use of private texts, 
the proliferation of unapproved Eucharistic Prayers, the 
manipulation of the liturgical texts for social and political 
ends). In these cases we are face to face with a real 
falsification of the Catholic liturgy: “One who offers 
worship to God on the Church’s behalf in a way contrary 
to that which is laid down by the Church with God-given 
authority and which is customary in the Church is guilty 
of falsification.” 


None of these things can bring good results. The 
consequences are—and cannot fail to be — the 
impairing of the unity of faith and worship in the Church, 
doctrinal uncertainty, scandal and bewilderment among 
the People of God, and the near inevitability of violent 
reactions. :

unauthorized texts means a loss of the necessary 
connection between the lex orandi and the lex credendi. 
The Second Vatican Council’s admonition in this regard 
must be remembered: “No person, even if he be a priest, 
may add, remove or change anything in the liturgy on his 
own authority.”8 And Paul VI of venerable memory 
stated that: “Anyone who takes advantage of the reform 
to indulge in arbitrary experiments is wasting energy and 
offending the ecclesial sense.”° 


A) THE MASS 


1. “The two parts which in a sense go to make up the 
Mass, namely the liturgy of the word and the eucharistic 
liturgy, are so closely connected that they form but one 
single act of worship.”!° A person should not approach 
the table of the bread of the Lord without having first 
been at the table of, his word.!! Sacred Scripture is 
therefore of the highest importance in the celebration of 
Mass. Consequently there can be no disregarding what 
the Church has laid down in order to ensure that “in 
sacred celebrations there should be a more ample, more 
varied and more suitable reading from sacred 
Scripture.”!2 The norms laid down in the Lectionary 
concerning the number of readings, and the directives 
given for special occasions are to be observed. It would 
be a serious abuse to replace the word of God with the 
word of man; no matter who the author may be.

2. The reading of the Gospel passage is reserved to the 
ordained minister, namely the deacon or the priest.

faithful.6 On the other hand the assembly does not 
remain passive and inert; it unites itself to the priest in 
faith and silence and. shows its concurrence by the 
various interventions provided for in the course of the 
Eucharistic Prayer: the responses to the Preface 
dialogue, the Sanctus, the acclamation after. the 
consecration, and the final Amen after the Per Ipsum. 
The Per Ipsum itself is reserved to the priest. This Amen 
especially should be emphasized by being sung, since it is 
the most important in the whole Mass. 


5. Only the Eucharistic Prayers included in the Roman 
Missal or those that the Apostolic See has by law 
admitted, in the manner and within the limits laid down 
by the Holy See, are to be used. To modify the 
Eucharistic Prayers approved by the Church or to adopt 
others privately composed is a most serious abuse. 


6. It should be remembered that the Eucharistic 
Prayer must not be overlaid with other prayers or 
songs.!7 When proclaiming the Eucharistic Prayer, the 
priest is to pronounce the text clearly, so as to make it 
easy for the faithful to understand it, and so as to foster 
the formation of a true assembly entirely intent upon the 
celebration of the memorial of the Lord. 


7. Concelebration, which has been restored in the 
Western liturgy, manifests in an exceptional manner the 
unity of the priesthood. Concelebrants must therefore 
pay careful attention to the signs that indicate that unity. 
For example, they are to be present from the beginning 
of the celebration, they are to wear the prescribed 
vestments, they are to occupy the place appropriate to 
their ministry as concelebrants, and they are to observe 
faithfully the other norms for the seemly performance of 
the rite.18 ; 

8. Matter of the Eucharist. Faithful to Christ’s 
example, the Church has constantly used bread and 
wine mixed with water to celebrate the Lord’s Supper. 
The bread for the celebration of the Eucharist, in 
accordance with the tradition of the whole Church, must 
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be made solely of wheat, and, in accordance with the 
tradition proper to the Latin Church, it must be 
unleavened. By reason of the sign, the matter of the 
eucharistic celebration “should appear as actual food.” 
This is to be understood as linked to the consistency of 
the bread, and not to its form, which remains the 
traditional one. No other ingredients are to be added to 
the wheaten flour and water. The preparation of the 
bread requires attentive care, to ensure that the product 
does not detract from the dignity due to the eucharistic 
bread, can be broken ina dignified way, does not give rise 
to excessive fragments, and does: not -offend the 
sensibilities of the faithful when they eat it. The wine for 
the eucharistic celebration must be of “the fruit of the 
vine” (Lk. 22:18) and be natural and genuine, that is to 
say, not.mixed with other substances. !? 


9. Eucharistic Communion. Communion isa gift of the 
Lord, given to the faithful through the minister appointed 
for this purpose. It is not permitted that the faithful 
should themselves pick up the consecrated bread and 
the sacred chalice; still less that they should hand them 
from one to another. 


10. The faithful, whether religious or lay, who are 
authorized as extraordinary ministers of the Eucharist 
can distribute Communion only when there is no priest, 
deacon or acolyte, when the priest is impeded by illness 
or advanced age, or when the number of the faithful 
going to Communion is so large as to make the 
celebration of Mass excessively long.2° Accordingly, a 
reprehensible attitude is shown by those priests who, 
though present at the celebration, refrain from 
distributing Communion and leave this task to the laity. 

11. The Church has always required from the faithful 
respect and reverence for the Eucharist at the moment 
of receiving it. 

With regard to the manner of going to Communion, 
the faithful can receive it either kneeling or standing, in 
accordance with the norms laid down by the Episcopal 
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Conference. “When the faithful communicate kneeling, 
no other sign of reverence towards the Blessed 
Sacrament is required, since kneeling itself is a sign of 
adoration. When they receive Communion standing, it is 
strongly recommended that, coming up in procession, 
they should make a sign of reverence before receiving 
the Sacrament. This should be done at the right time and

place, so that the order of people going to and from 
Communion is not disrupted.”2! 


The Amen said by the faithful when receiving 
Communion is an act of personal faith in the presence of 
Christ. 


12. With regard to Communion under both kinds, the 
norms laid down by the Church must be observed, both 
by reason of the reverence due to.the Sacrament and for 
the good of those receiving the Eucharist, in accordance 
with variations in circumstances, times and places.?? 


Episcopal Conferences and ordinaries also are not to 
go beyond what is laid down in the present discipline: the 
granting of permission for Communion under both kinds 
is not to be indiscriminate, and the celebrations in 
question are to be specified precisely; the groups that 
use this faculty are to be clearly defined, well disciplined, 
and homogeneous.”? 


13. Even.after Communion the Lord remains present 
under the species. Accordingly, when Communion has

been distributed, the sacred particles remaining are to be 
consumed or taken by the competent minister to the 
place where the Eucharist is reserved. 


14. On the other hand, the consecrated wine is to be 
consumed immediately after Communion and may not 
be kept. Care must be taken to consecrate only the 
amount of wine needed for Communion. 


15. The rules laid down for the purification of the © 
chalice and the other sacred vessels that have contained 
the Eucharistic species must be observed.?4 


16. Particular respect and care are due to the sacred 
vessels, both the chalice and paten for the celebration of 
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the Eucharist, and the ciboria for the Communion of the 
faithful. The form of the vessels must be appropriate for 
the liturgical use for which they are meant. The material 
must be noble, durable and in every case adapted to 
sacred use. In this sphere judgment belongs to the 
Episcopal Conference of the individual regions. 


Use is not made of simple baskets or other recipients 
meant for ordinary use outside the sacred celebrations,

19. Particular vigilance and special care are 
recommended with regard to Masses transmitted by the 
audiovisual media. Given their very wide diffusion, their 
celebrations must be of exemplary quality.?8 


In the case of celebrations that are held in private 
houses, the norms of the Instruction Actio Pastoralis of 
15 May 1969 are to be observed.” 


B) EUCHARISTIC WORSHIP OUTSIDE MASS 


20. Public and private devotion to the Holy Eucharist 
outside Mass also is highly recommended: for the 
presence of Christ, who is adored by the faithful in the 
Sacrament, derives from the Sacrifice and is directed 
towards sacramental and spiritual Communion. 


21. When Eucharistic devotions are arranged, 
account should be taken of the liturgical season, so that 
they harmonize with the liturgy, draw inspiration from it 
in some way and lead the Christian people towards it.%° 


22. With regard to exposition of the Holy Eucharist, 
either prolonged or brief, and with regard to processions 
of the Blessed Sacrament, eucharistic congresses, and 
the whole ordering of eucharistic piety, the pastoral 
indications and directives given in the Roman Ritual are 
to be observed.3! 


23. It must not be forgotten that “before the blessing 
with the ‘Sacrament an appropriate time should be 
devoted to the readings of the word of God, to songs and 
prayers and to some silent prayer.”32 At the end of the 


adoration a hymn is sung and a prayer chosen from 
among the many contained in the Roman Ritual is recited 
or sung.%3 


24. The tabernacle in which the Eucharist is kept can 
be located on an altar, or away from it, in a spot in the 
church which is very prominent, truly noble and duly 
decorated, or in’a chapel suitable for private prayer and 
for adoration by the faithful.34 


25. The tabernacle should be solid, unbreakable, and 
not.transparent.%5 The presence of the Eucharist is to be 
indicated by a tabernacle veil or by some other suitable 
means laid down by the competent authority, anda lamp 
must perpetually burn before it, as asign of honor paid to 
the Lord.%¢ 


26. The venerable practice of genuflecting before the 
Blessed Sacrament, whether enclosed in the tabernacle 
or publicly exposed, as a sign of adoration, is to be 
maintained.37 This act requires that it be performedina 
recollected way. In order that the heart may bow before 
God in profound reverence, the genuflection must be 
neither hurried nor careless. 


27. If anything has been introduced that is in variance 
with these indications, it is to be corrected. 


Most of the difficulties encountered in putting into 
practice the reform of the liturgy and especially the 
reform of the Mass stem from the fact that neither priests 
nor faithful have been sufficiently aware of the 
theological and spiritual reasons for which the changes

Knowledge of the history of the 
liturgy will likewise contribute to an understanding of the 
changes which have been introduced, and introduced 
not for the sake of novelty but as a revival and adaptation 
of authentic and genuine tradition. 


The liturgy also requires great balance, for, as the 
Constitution Sacrosanctum Concilium’says, it “is thus 
the outstanding means by which the faithful can express 
in their lives, and manifest to others, the mystery of 
Christ and the real nature of the true Church. It is of the 
essense of the Church that she be both human and 
divine, visible and yet invisibly endowed, eager to act and 
yet devoted to contemplation, present in this world and 
yet not at home in it. She is all these things in such a way 
that in her the humanis directed and subordinated to the 
divine, the visible likewise to the invisible, action to 
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contemplation, and this present world to that city to 
come, which we seek.”29 Without this balance, the true 
face of Christian liturgy becomes obscured. 


In order to reach these ideals more éasily it will be 
necessary to foster liturgical formation in seminaries and 
faculties?° and to facilitate the participation of priests in 
courses, meetings, assemblies or liturgical weeks, in 
which study and reflection should be properly 
complemented by model celebrations. In this way priests : 
will be able to devote themselves to more effective 
pastoral action, to liturgical catechesis of the faithful, to 
organizing groups of lectors, to giving altar servers 
spiritual and practical training, to training animators of 
the assembly, to enriching progressively the repertoire of 
songs, in a word to all the initiatives favouring an ever 
deeper understanding of the liturgy. 


In the implementation of the liturgical reform great 
responsibility falls upon national and diocesan liturgical 
commissions and _ liturgical institutes and centers, 
especially in the work of translating the liturgical books 
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ERs See 


and training the clergy and faithful in the spirit of reform 
desired by the Council. 


The work of these bodies must be at the service of the 
ecclesiastical authority, which should be able to count 
upon their faithful collaboration. Such collaboration 
must be faithful to the Church’s norms and directives, 
and free of arbitrary initiatives and particular ways of 
acting that could compromise the fruits of the liturgical 
renewal. 


This document will come into the hands of God’s 
ministers in the first decade of the life of the Missale 
Romanum promulgated by Pope Paul VI following the 
prescriptions of the Second Vatican Council. 


It seems fitting to recall a remark made by that Pope

discover the most suitable means 
for ensuring a careful and firm 
application of these norms, for the 
glory of God and the good of the 
Church.” 


concerning fidelity to the norms governing celebration: 
“It is a very serious thing when division is introduced 
precisely where congregavit nos in unum Christi amor, 
in the Liturgy and the Eucharistic Sacrifice, by the 
refusing of obedience to the norms laid down in the 
liturgical sphere. It is in the name of Tradition that we ask 
all our sons and daughters, all the Catholic communities, 
to celebrate with dignity and fervor the renewed 
liturgy.””4! 


The bishops, “whose function it is to control, foster 
and safeguard the entire liturgical life of the Church 
entrusted to them,”4? will not fail to discover the most 
suitable means for ensuring a careful and firm application 
of these norms, for the glory of God and the good of the 
Church.

Reactions vary on 
Eucharist document 


Reactions of liturgists in the United States to the recent 
Vatican document on the eucharistic liturgy ranged from 
viewing it as “encouragement to disciplined change” to 
considering it a failure because of an “alarmist and 
reactionary” tone. 


The document, “Instruction on Certain Norms 
Concerning Worship of the Eucharistic Mystery” (pages 7- 
10), was issued by the Vatican’s Congregation for the 
Sacraments and Divine Worship on May 23. Pope John 
Paul Il had approved it on April 17. 


Father Richard Butler, founding director of the Center 
for Pastoral Liturgy at the Catholic University of Americain 
Washington, said some reports on the new document gave 
the erroneous impression that it aimed at ending all 
liturgical change. 


“IN POINT OF FACT,” Father Butler said, “while the 
document does curb some of the extreme practices, it 
might better be looked upon as an encouragement to 
disciplined change for those who have not entered the 
spirit of an evolving liturgy.” 


Father Carl Last, executive secretary of the Federation of 
Diocesan Liturgical Commissions, said that, because the 
document is “alarmist and reactionary in tone,” it failed to 
achieve its intent of deepening reverence for the 
Eucharist. 


“In some isolated instances, abuses exist,” he said, “but 
they are not something that’s being promoted as part of 
liturgical renewal.” Father Last said he was afraid some 
people might think “the negative thrust of the document 
could be expressive of the mind of the Holy See with regard 
to ongoing liturgical renewal.” 


AMONG THE ABUSES the document listed were the 
joining by the laity in the recitation of the eucharistic 
prayer; homilies given by lay people; the use of non- 
scriptural texts in the Liturgy of the Word; and the use of 
unauthorized eucharistic prayers. 


The-document also stated women are not permitted to 
be altar servers. 


A number of other liturgists viewed the document as a 
reaffirmation of existing norms for the celebration of Maes 
and other eucharistic worship services.

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Two Catholic couples, one in 
Cleveland and the other in Kiowa, 
Colo., have learned to do what must 


be one of the most difficult things any | 


parent can do, forgive the murderers 
of their children. 


Richard and Nancy Talbott of Kiowa 
pray daily for Michael Bartowsheski, 
who is serving a life sentence for the 
murder of “their eight-year-old 
daughter Michelle, and they 
correspond with him frequently to 
encourage him to accept God's love. 


“AFTER ALL,” Talbott said, “God 
has forgiven him, why shouldn’t we? 
Our greatest concern is that he know 
the power of God in his life and spread 
it to his fellowmen.” 


And in Cleveland, Jack Wente, 
whose 18-year-old son Joe was shot to 
death last summer, wrote to the 
Catholic Universe Bulletin, news- 
paper of the Cleveland diocese: 
“Whoever killed our son is forgiven by 
God, and I’m sure by Joe, too. For me, : 
the only way back to peace was to 
sincerely forgive my black brother 
and ask God to let his mercy touch 
that man’s heart and soul. 5; 


“Brotherhood isn’t easy, but there’s 
no other alternative.” 


WENTE SAID that he remembered 
asking his wife Sue after writing the 
letter: “Honey, am! sick?! feel as sorry 
for this guy as | do for Joey.” 


She replied: “Who are we to not 
forgive, if Jesus forgives us? Life is too 
short to hold grudges.” 


A 21-year-old black man arrested 
for shooting the’ Wentes’ son was 
acquitted when the judge ruled that 
the evidence was insufficient. 


YOUNG WENTE had gone before 
dawn last July 28 to wait outside- 
Cleveland’s Municipal Stadium for 
the gates to open for a rock concert. 
Police who found him lying shot to 


death said he had been the victim ofa 
racial fight. 


Mrs. Wente said: “When you talk 


about forgiveness, | pray every day for . 


Joe’s killer, whoever he may be, and 
his family. | pray for his forgiveness. In 
the beginning it was rough, 
frustrating. But | never said, ‘God, why 
me?’ | nevercursed him. No, | couldn't 
do it.” 


For her husband it was more 
difficult. “When Joey got killed, | was 
really bent out of shape,” he said. “I 
can lean toward violence. | wanted to 
go out in the street and kill a kid. 


“YOU TALK about anger and 
frustration. You wonder if you'll ever 
be happy again. Ldrank until | couldn't 
see anymore. And | didn’t want to see 
anymore.. Sue watched me _ sink 
deeper and deeper.” 


Wente said he didn’t pray for 10 
days. But God “spoke to me,” he said. 
“He somehow gave me peace, 
because | was really going down. | 
didn’t know where to go, what to do. 
You really don’t know what you believe 
until it hits you in the face. 


“But | kept thinking, if | don’t forgive 
whoever it was who killed Joey, then | 
can’t love Jesus. Hey Lord, I’m trying 
to hack it. If the Father let his Son die, 
who am | to question him?” 


AT HIS JOB as a sometime truck 
driver for the Stroh Brewing Co., 
Wente thinks often of his son. He 
thinks back to aconversation no more 
than a month before his son was 
killed. 

“| sat down and talked to him about 


_ backing down. But he said, ‘Dad, | just 


can't. People lean on me all the time. 
They push me, and I'm not going to 
take much more.’” 


Wente said he replied: “Well, then, 
Joe, if you don’t learn to back down, 


_ we're going to have some funerals in 


this family.”

“Then,” Joe said, “I guess I'll be the 
first one to die this summer, Dad.” 


FOR WENTE, who -reads Scripture 
often and prays daily, the numbness 
is still there. He can’t forget holding 
his dead son in the hospital and 
saying, over and over, “My Joey, | sat 
you on my knees and taught you your 
prayers, Why? Why?” 

Now he often says within himself: “I 
study Scripture for you, my Joe, and 
pray every night. Until | see you 
again.”. 

For the Talbotts in Colorado, grief 
and rage did not fill the days following 
the finding of their daughter, who had 
been sleeping on the living room sofa 
on the night of Dec. 16, 1978, with her 
throat cut and multiple stab wounds 
in the head. 


“ITS DIFFICULT to explain,” Talbott 
said, “but both Nancy and | felt

It was as if 
God took both of us by the hand and 
calmly and lovingly led us through it 
all.” 


‘| had no feeling of breaking down 

or falling apart,” Mrs. Talbott said, 
“not because | was so strong, but - 
because God somehow gave me an 
awesome peace about it.” 


But the Talbotts said their lives 
have been changed. 


“THE TRANSFORMATION has been 
startling,” Talbott said. “God - has" 
begun to reveal to us the meaning of 
Shelley’ s death and it all has to do with 
love.” 


Mrs. Talbott said that they are now 
more keenly aware of God's love for 
them and they feel. that God is asking 
them to love people more deeply and 
openly than ever before.
